FONTANA — (Special to the 
New-Herald)— Iron production 
at Kaiser Steel Corporation 
continues in spite of the break 
out Tuesday night on one of the 
company’s two blast furnaces. 

One of the furnaces had been 
banked last week due to a coal 
Strike in Utah, in order to safe- 
guard coal and coke inventor- 
ies. This furnace was immedi- 
ately placed into operation and 
hot metal was cast less than 
seven hours later. 

Molten iron broke through 
the hearth wall of furnace No. 
one at about 8 p.m., shortly af- 
ter the regularly scheduled cast. 
Cause of the break-out and ex- 
tent of the damage have not 
been determined, according to 
S. M. Rich, vice-president in 
charge of operations. 


Kaiser Plant 
Partly Idled 
By Coal Strike 


FONTANA -— The Kaiser Steel 
Coke Plant and Blast Furnace De- 
partments went on a reduced 
schedule last week due to the coal 
Strike in the Utah fields, is was 
announced by F. M. Rich, Vice- 
President in Charge of Opera- 
tions. = 

There will be no lay-offs, but 
twork in the two departments af- 
fected will be divided among ev- 
erybody employed there on a three 
day week basis, affecting approx- 
imately 500 of Fontana’s 4500 em- 
ployees. 

This action is coincidental with 
banking of one blast furnace and 
a reduced schedule in the coke 
ovens. 

The Open Hearth and Rolling 
Mills will continue to operate full 
blast. 

The schedule will be continued 
until the Utah coal strike situa- 
tion has been clarified. 

Mr. Rich emphasized that ship- 
ments of finished products will not 
be affected in any way if the coal 
mines resume production within 
three months, due to a substan- 
tial inventory of pig iron, scrap, 
ingots and semi-finished steel now 
on hand at the Fontana plant.

State National Guard _ 
At The Century Mark 


“California’s National Guard 
made the most remarkable pro- 
gress of its one hundree@ years of 
service to the state during 1949”, 
Major General \Curtis D. O’Sulli- 
van said in reporting on the 
State’s militia at the close of its 
€entennial* year. 

The Guard, reactiviated in Aug- 
ust 1946, had a strength of 18,- 
616 on January 1, 1949. Member- 
ship increased to 27,170, a gain 
of 8,554, by December 20, 1949, 
when budgetary limitations caus- 
ed the National Guard Bureau to 
impcese a ceiling on ground unit 
strength. Highest pre-war 
strength of the California Nation- 
al Guard was 11,976 on March 8, 
1941. 

Ground force units, with a 
Strength of 23,760, are to be stab- 
ilized at 23,200 by February 20th. 
Recruiting wil continue in units 
of the California Air National 
Guard until the authorized quota 
of 5,073 is reached. Current 
strength of California’s two Fight- 
er Wins is 3,510 officers and en- 
listed men. 

The State’s military forces are 
essential to the security of the 
State as well as to the Nation in 
the event of an emergency, Gen- 
eral O'Sullivan said. California’s 
coastline is over one thousand 
miles long. :

The complete welfare state must be a 
slave state.

NO MORE “MISSIONS TO MOSCOW” 


The announcement in Washington that 
no further efforts will be made to reach an 
agreement with the Russians on the control 
of atomic energy may come as a disappoint 


‘ment to some well meaning persons who still 
ithink the Kremlin can be reasoned with. 


But the approach to the situation by the 
State Department is realistic. Our diplomats 
and our top government officials have learned 
from bitter experience that agreements with 
the Soviets aren’t worth a ruble. They know 
that no matter what might be agreed upon-- 
if they could get Stalin to agree to anything-- 
it would be heeded by him only so long as it 
served the Communist purpose. 


We already have a number of agreements 
with the Russians and their satelites, notably 
those drawn up at Yalta and Potsdam. If the 
Soviets lived up to these treaties there would 
be no cold war today. 


By the same token, if the Kremlin sincere- 
ly desired international atomic control in the 
interests of peace, it would not find the Am- 
erican proposal known as the ‘‘Baruch Plan’’ 
difficult to accept or, at least, suitable for a 
basis on which to arrive at an agreement. 


Even more starry-eyed than those who 
think that agreement with present Soviet lead- 
ers is either possible or practicable, are the in- 
dividuals who say we should destroy all our 
weapons as an example for other nations--in- 
cluding Russia--to follow. 3

The first cheese in slices pack- 
aged at the factory immediately 
after pasteurization, the most im- 
portant development in cheese 
manufacturing and merchandising 
in recent years, will be distribu- 
ted nationally by early spring, ac- 
cording to G. C. Pound, executive 
vice president of the Kraft Foods 
Company.

Hardest hit citrus crop was 
grapefruit, with a cut of 4600 
cars shipped as compared to pre- 
freeze estimates of 9800 cars, in-

California and Arizona shipped 
approximately 40U0 cars of or- 
anges to fresh markets in Jan- 
uary, about the same quantity as 
last year but 2860 cars short of 
the 5-year average figure for that 
month from 1944-48, Hagen ex- 
plained.

Dear Mr. Smith: 

As chairman of the Smudge Abatement Committee of 
Claremont, California, I would like to inform you of the results 
of our detailed investigation conducted through the Research 
Divisions of major oil companies in California. This was done 
to check the validity of a State law making mandatory the use 
of butane or propane gas for orchard heating. 

Our findings indicate the following: 

1. Inadequate production by California oil companies to 
| fulfill the needs of only a fraction of the volume of any liquified 
petroleum gas such as propane or butane during severely 
cold weather when concerted orhard heating is necessary 
to save the trees. , 

2. Insufficient storage facilities by these oil companies 
to meet any great demand for this type of fuel. 

3. Inadequate transportation facilities for handling this 
highly inflamable product. 

4. Since these liquified petroleum gases are used to such 
a great extent for domestic and industrial purposes the cost 
of such fuel to the grower ‘would be prohibitive. This high 
cost would be for both the storage and operating basis. 

5. In the event of a shortage of butane or propane gas 
| during a long period of severe weather such as was exper- 
ienced in 1937 the special type orchard heater necessary io 
burn this fuel would be useless for oil heating purposes. 
| The recommendation that you have publicized therefore 
| presents insurmountable problems and before you can contin- 
| ue with this proposal we suagest that you conduct ‘an inde- 





| pendent investigation of this matter, 

| Our committee has facts, figures, and references to sub- 
stantiate our stand on this matter, As anxious as we are to 
| minimize the smudge nuisance from which all of us have suf- 
fered, we must be realistic and fair in our demands of the 
citrus grower.
